The  Hospital  for  Special  Surgery  is  a 
special  hospital  in  the  true  sense  of  the  word. 
Located  in  New  York  City  and  affiliated  with 
the  New  York  Hospital-Cornell  University 
Medical  Center,  it  provides  orthopedic  and 
rheumatic  disease  services,  but  has  complete 
financial  independence,  autonomy,  and 
ownership  of  its  hospital  and  research  build- 
ings. 

Our  constituency  is  world-wide  both  in 
terms  of  the  patients  we  serve  and  the  phy- 
sicians we  train.  We  are  at  the  forefront  of 
research  both  into  the  basic  causes  of  ortho- 
pedic and  rheumatic  diseases  and  the  best 
and  most  efficient  means  of  treatment. 

We  are  continually  growing  and  our 
realm  of  possibility  is  continually  expanding. 
Every  activity  asks  for  more  space  and  more 
facilities.  It  has  become  apparent  that  the 


facilities  of  the  Hospital  must  be  expanded  so 
that  it  can  continue  to  discharge  the  respon- 
sibilities it  has  accepted. 

Early  in  1966,  the  late  Dr.  Philip  D.  Wil- 
son, Sr.,  our  former  Surgeon-in-Chief  who 
had  watched  the  Hospital  develop  for  more 
than  30  years,  stated  the  case  in  his  usual 
forthright  manner. 

"When  we  built  this  Hospital  ten  years 
ago,  we  thought  it  was  the  finest  thing 
that  could  be  built.  We  used  all  the  best 
judgments  and  opinions  that  we  could 
get.  And  it  was.  But  the  progress  of  sci- 
ence is  so  fast  that  it  is  almost  impos- 
sible to  keep  up  with  it.  We  have  not  only 
the  scientific  explosion  but  the  popula- 
tion explosion  as  well,  which  has  altered 
the  demands  of  the  population  and 
altered  the  patterns  of  disease.  If  you've 
been  around  the  Hospital,  you've  seen 
how  it  is  .  .  .  how  out-moded  .  .  .  how 
deficient  we  are  and  we've  got  to  remedy 


these  deficiencies." 

The  case  is  most  strikingly  stated  by  the 
comparative  statistics  of  1956,  the  first  full 
year  of  operation  in  the  present  building  and 
1971.

These  services  have  increased  without  any 
accompanying  expansion  of  the  physical 
plant  or  patient  beds. 

To  enable  us  to  meet  the  challenge  pre- 
sented to  us  and  to  best  continue  to  serve 
our  constituents,  we  have  initiated  the  Sec- 
ond Century  Development  Program  which 
will  enable  us  to  expand  our  facilities  in  these 
most  essential  areas:  operating  ; room -;suite, 
laboratory  space,  doctors'  offices,  and  out- 
patient facilities. 


Report  From  The  Director

At  the  end  of  1971,  a  year  of  general 
economic  uncertainty,  the  Hospital  was  in  a 
relatively  strong  financial  situation.  We  were 
able  to  hold  our  operating  loss  to  $425,780, 
approximately  the  same  as  1970  even  though 
our  depreciation  expenses  increased  as  a  re- 
sult of  new  construction  and  equipment. 

We  have  been  pursuing  a  policy  of  'im- 
proved productivity'— meaning  more  efficient 
operations  and  the  effective  use  of  fewer 
people.  Approximately  70%  of  our  operating 
expenses  go  for  labor  and  consequently,  the 
number  of  employees  was  down  from  750  at 
the  end  of  1970  to  726  at  the  end  of  1971. 
However,  not  one  person  lost  his  job  as  a  re- 
sult of  our  pulling  in  our  purse  strings.  For 
instance,  when  the  Hospital  decided  to  initi- 
ate a  staggered  team  concept  for  its  patient 
food  service  operation,  the  number  of  em- 


ployees required  in  Food  Service  was  reduced 
by  twenty.  Each  employee  received  a  job  of 
comparable  or  more  senior  position  at  the 
Hospital  without  loss  of  any  benefits. 

Other  employee  services  and  benefits 
were  expanded  in  1971.  Job  openings  are 
now  posted  on  a  Bulletin  Board  enabling  em- 
ployees to  tell  their  friends  about  openings 
at  the  Hospital  and  to  take  advantage  of  pos- 
sible transfers  or  promotions.  We  became 
affiliated  with  the  Consumer  Buying  Group 
offering  employees  considerable  savings  on 
large  purchases  and  have  continued  our  em- 
ployee tuition  reimbursement  plan  expanding 
it  to  include  full  tuition  to  children  of  eligible 
professional  and  administrative  staff  attend- 
ing college. 

As  we  grow  and  increase  our  services, 
so  must  our  physical  plant  expand  to  ac- 
commodate our  needs.  Many  of  our  facilities 
are  sorely  taxed  and  major  expansion  is 
needed.  Through  careful  utilization  and  re- 


adjustment of  space,  we  were  able  to  com- 
plete a  new  home  for  the  School  of  Practical 
Nursing  in  the  Guggenheim  Building  and 
allow  for  additional  space  for  the  clinical 
laboratory  and  enlargement  of  the  X-ray 
Department. 

Most  needed  is  a  modernized  and  en- 
larged operating  room  area.  A  first  step  has 
been  taken  with  the  installation  this  year  of  a 
clean  air  system,  'Envirco'  in  one  of  the  OR's. 
Insuring  maximum  asepsis,  it  is  being  used 
primarily  for  total  hip  replacements  of  which 
an  average  of  ten  a  week  are  being 
performed. 

All  in  all,  1971  was  a  good  year  for  the 
Hospital.  Yet,  we  must  not  be  afraid  to  look 
to  the  future  and  examine  what  changes  will 
be  necessary  to  meet  our  future  needs  and 
responsibilities.  We  look  forward  to  a  year 
where  old  goals  are  strengthened  and  new 
challenges  defined  and  met. 


Report  From  The  Sur

In  rendering  this,  my  last  report  as  Sur- 
geon-in-Chief,  I  do  so  with  great  apprecia- 
tion to  all  members  of  the  Professional  and 
Administrative  staffs  who  in  my  tenure  of  over 
nine  years  have  been  cooperative,  helpful, 
and  devoted  not  only  to  me  personally  but  to 
our  fine  institution.  It  is  my  sincere  hope  that 
the  new  Surgeon-In-Chief,  Dr.  Philip  D.  Wil- 
son, Jr.  will  be  given  the  same  loyalty. 

There  were  several  important  events  in 
1971  that  we  are  pleased  to  report.  In  Decem- 
ber, Drs.  John  N.  Insall,  Chitranjan  S.  Rana- 
wat  and  Joseph  I.  Hoffman,  Jr.  performed  the 
first  implantation  of  a  duo-condylar  knee 
prosthesis  designed  and  developed  in  the 
Bioengineering   Laboratory  by  Drs.  Peter 


Walker  and  Joseph  Hajak. 

A  new  Department  of  Rehabilitation  was 
formed  in  September  with  Dr.  Leon  Root  as 
Medical  Director.  This  new  department  com- 
bines into  one  group  Cerebral  Palsy,  Occupa- 
tional Therapy,  Physical  Therapy,  and  Recre- 
ational Therapy-all  of  which  had  previously 
operated  as  several  departments. 

A  Department  of  Sports  Medicine  was 
established  on  October  1  with  Dr.  John 
Marshall  as  Director.  Dr.  Peter  Tsairis  has 
become  Director  of  Neurological  Services 
and  Dr.  Leon  Kutner,  Attending  Epidemiolo- 
gist in  the  Department  of  Medicine. 

Under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Lawrence 
Blau,  studies  were  carried  out  on  program- 
ming for  computer  services.  This  service  is 
now  being  utilized  in  the  Operating  Room  and 
it  is  hoped  that  it  can  be  eventually  used  by 
all  branches  of  the  Hospital. 


On  April  5,  we  established  a  regular 
Monday  evening  general  orthopedic  clinic, 
under  the  supervision  of  Dr.  Lee  Ramsay 
Straub.  This  was  done  in  recognition  of  the 
fact  that  many  people  have  difficulty  attend- 
ing clinics  during  the  day  because  of  work 
and  other  obligations.  The  Hospital  felt  that 
this  was  a  service  that  should  be  provided  to 
its  neighboring  community. 

Again,  during  the  year,  the  Hospital  had 
many  visitors  from  all  over  the  United  States 
as  well  as  twenty-one  foreign  countries.  The 
activities  of  the  Professional  staff  in  local, 
national  and  international  orthopedic  affairs 
continued  to  be  excellent  and  are  one  of  the 
reasons  why  the  Hospital  for  Special  Surgery 
is  known  everywhere  as  one  of  the  outstand- 
ing institutions  in  the  fields  of  orthopedics 
and  rheumatic  diseases  throughout  the 
world. 


Report  From  The  Director  Of  Research

In  1971,  we  were  fortunate  again  to  re- 
ceive contributions  and  grants  from  founda- 
tions, government  sources,  and  friends  of  tine 
Hospital  which  enabled  us  to  continue  our 
programs  of  active  research  in  four  major 
areas:  Orthopedics,  Rheumatic  Diseases, 
Ultrastructural  Biochemistry  and  Experimen- 
tal Pathology. 

Our  professional  staff  continued  to  com- 


bine scientific  pursuit  with  teaching  activities 
at  the  undergraduate,  graduate  and  post- 
graduate levels.  At  the  same  time,  our  link 
with  the  clinical  side  of  the  Hospital  enabled 
us  to  pose  new  questions  and  move  closer 
towards  the  solution  of  problems  already 
under  study. 

Our  investigations  ranged  from  the  fun- 
damental—such as  a  study  of  the  structure 
of  the  mineral  in  bone  at  the  molecular  level 
in  order  to  understand  the  mechanism  by 


which  bone  is  formed— to  the  specific  solu- 
tion of  clinically  oriented  problems,  such  as 
the  development  of  artificial  joints  for  the 
rehabilitation  of  patients  with  crippling  joint 
diseases. 

As  previously,  cooperation  with  other  in- 
stitutions has  enabled  us  both  to  expand  our 
investigation  and  share  our  discovery.  In  ad- 
dition, the  work  of  our  scientists  has  been 
widely  published  and  disseminated  through- 
out the  United  States  and  other  countries. 


The  Challenge 

"...  the  crippled  need  not  stay  crippled." 
More  than  a  century  ago,  torn  by  the  Civil 
War,  this  country  faced  another  inexorable 
foe,  which  had  plagued  mankind  since  the 
dawn  of  history  .  .  .  crippling  diseases.  Crip- 
pies  of  all  ages  hobbled  through  New  York 
streets,  flaunting  their  deformities  to  arouse 
sympathy  as  they  begged  for  alms.  Thou- 
sands of  children,  crippled  by  bone  tubercu- 
losis, congenital  deformities  and  polio,  went 
unaided. 


The  Response 


In  1863,  a  New  York  physician,  Dr.  James 
Knight  with  the  help  of  twenty  of  New  York's 
leading  citizens,  formed  the  New  York  Soci- 
ety for  the  Relief  of  the  Ruptured  and  Crip- 
pled and  opened  the  first  orthopedic  hospital 
in  the  United  States  in  his  home  at  97  Second 
Avenue.  Children  were  accepted  as  in-pa- 
tients and  adults  were  treated  in  the  clinics. 
Dr.  Knight  treated  the  lame,  crippled  and  de- 
formed with  braces,  exercise,  static  electric- 
ity and  prayer.  Because  anesthetics  and  anti- 
septics were  so  undeveloped,  a  knife  was 
never  used  in  his  24  years  as  Surgeon-in- 
Chief  except  for  the  division  of  tendons  in 
treating  club  feet.  The  risks  were  too  great- 
the  death  rate  for  amputations  alone  was  50% 
-and  when  Dr.  Virgil  Gibney,  Dr.  Knight's 
assistant,  published  a  book  in  1884  advocat- 
ing surgery  in  the  treatment  of  tuberculosis 
of  the  hip,  his  resignation  was  requested. 
Three  years  later  however.  Dr.  Gibney  was 
recalled  as  Surgeon-in-Chief,  a  post  he  filled 
with  great  distinction  for  36  years.  Further 
advances  enabled  Dr.  Gibney  to  make  the 
Hospital  an  active  surgical  institution,  not 
merely  a  shelter  for  cripples. 


The  Progress 

The  advances  have  been  remarkable.  In 
1900,  perhaps  80%  of  all  cases  were  tubercu- 
losis of  the  bones  or  joints.  Polio,  osteomyeli- 
tis and  rickets  were  common.  Over  the  years, 
medical  research  has  made  dramatic  ad- 
vances in  anesthetics,  drugs,  and  antisep- 
tics, permitting  the  orthopedists  to  undertake 
more  and  more  without  undue  danger.  Today 
these  crippling  diseases  have  been  virtually 
eradicated. 


The  Challenge 

What  then  are  the  challenges  to  the  Hos- 
pital for  Special  Surgery  today?  Primarily  the 
orthopedic  problems  of  congenital  malforma- 
tion and  cerebral  palsy  in  childhood;  neo- 
plastic diseases  including  bone  cancer;  the 
results  of  accidents;  faulty  metabolic  pro- 
cesses resulting  in  the  weakening  of  bone 
structure  which  in  turn  contributes  to  rheu- 
matic diseases  some  form  of  which  seven- 
teen million  American  adults  suffer. 
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The  Response 


The  Hospital  for  Special  Surgery  is  one 
of  the  foremost  institutions  in  the  world  in  the 
fields  of  orthopedics  and  rheumatic  diseases. 
From  the  outset,  it  has  been  first  of  all  an 
organized  group  of  people  proudly  devoting 
their  skills  and  energies  to  its  founder's  credo 
.  .  .  "the  crippled  need  not  stay  crippled."  It 
is  a  200  bed  non-profit  voluntary  hospital 
dedicated  to  the  TREATMENT  of  those  who 
are  suffering  from  crippling  and  rheumatic 
diseases.  It  is  a  RESEARCH  organization 
striving  to  discover  why  these  victims  of  or- 
thopedic and  rheumatic  diseases  fell  ill  in  the 
first  place  and  what  can  be  done  to  save 
others  from  similar  afflictions.  It  is  a  TEACH- 
ING hospital,  academically  integrated  with 
the  Cornell  University  Medical  College. 
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The  many  activities  of  the  Hospital  for 
Special  Surgery,  then,  fall  into  these  three 
interrelated  divisions.  The  explosion  in  scien- 
tific knowledge  growing  out  of  World  War  11 
emphasized  that  for  adequate  research  and 
training  facilities,  a  specialized  orthopedic 
hospital  needed  close  association  with  a 
large  medical  center.  In  1949,  the  Hospital 
became  affiliated  with  the  New  York  Hospi- 
tal-Cornell University  Medical  Center.  It  pro- 
vides the  orthopedic  and  rheumatic  disease 
services,  but  has  complete  financial  inde- 
pendence and  autonomy  and  ownership  of  its 
hospital  and  research  buildings. 


As  part  of  the  affiliation,  members  of  the 
Hospital's  medical  staff  are  also  members  of 
the  New  York  Hospital  staff  and  vice  versa. 
The  Hospital  for  Special  Surgery  provides  the 
Orthopedic  and  Rheumatic  Disease  Services 
of  the  Medical  Center.  One  of  the  first  hospi- 
tals to  establish  a  department  specializing  in 
rheumatic  diseases,  its  Comprehensive  Arth- 
ritis Program  is  highly  respected.  Patients 
are  provided  with  the  combined  skills  of  or- 
thopedic surgeons,  rheumatoiogists,  social 
workers,  psychiatrists,  physical  medicine  and 
occupational  therapy. 

The  Hospital  shares  equally  in  the  Frac- 
ture Service  and  its  surgeons  conduct  the 
Newborn  Congenital  Dislocated  Hip  Detec- 
tion Program  whereby  every  newborn  baby 
in  New  York  Hospital  is  examined. 

The  Hospital  for  Special  Surgery  has 
pioneered  in  the  now  almost  routine  total  hip 
replacement,  an  operation  in  which  an  arti- 
ficial hip  socket  replaces  diseased  bone  and 
is  one  of  the  few  institutions  in  the  world 
currently  replacing  diseased  knee  joints  with 


a  knee  prosthesis— the  duo-conyler  model  de- 
veloped in  the  Hospital's  Bioengineering 
Laboratory. 

Its  broad  sphere  as  an  orthopedic  hospi- 
tal is  clearly  shown  by  its  clinics,  each  of 
which  is  under  the  direction  of  a  specialized 
orthopedist  or  rheumatologist.  Most  of  the 
patients  are  referred  to  the  Hospital  to  benefit 
from  this  specialization.  The  clinics  include:

Outside  its  walls,  the  Hospital  provides 
services  for  several  other  institutions.  Hospi- 
tal residents  spend  time  at  Memorial  Hospital 
participating  in  clinics,  making  rounds,  and 
assisting  in  surgery. 

The  Hospital  for  Special  Surgery  is  re- 
sponsible for  the  orthopedic  section  of  the 
Bronx  Veterans  Administration  Hospital  and 
maintains  a  supervising  function  at  the  Cere- 
bral Palsy  Center  of  Nassau  County,  a  day- 
care facility  with  an  active  case  load  of  1,000 
children  and  adults. 

The  Hospital  staff  provides  medical  di- 
rection for  several  of  the  HC20  Classes— com- 
bined educational  and  medical  services  for 
children  with  severe  orthopedic  handicaps 
administered  by  the  New  York  City  Board  of 
Education  in  over  20  New  York  City  public 
schools. 


Nowhere  is  there  more  effort  and  dedica- 
tion to  improving  the  treatment  and  determin- 
ing the  causes  of  crippling  diseases  than 
at  the  Hospital  for  Special  Surgery. 

Based  upon  the  realization  that  the  medi- 
cal profession  must  learn  more  of  the  causes 
of  crippling  diseases  and  ultimately  discover 
means  of  prevention,  a  comprehensive  pro- 
gram of  fundamental  research  was  soon  es- 
tablished after  the  inception  of  the  Hospital. 
Although  as  much  space  was  provided  in  the 
existing  Hospital  for  research  as  practical,  it 
was  also  recognized  that  a  greatly  expanded 
program  would  require  its  own  facilities  as 
well  as  its  own  financing.  On  November  17, 
1960,  the  Alfred  H.  Caspary  Research  Build- 
ing was  dedicated  immediately  to  the  north 
of  the  Hospital  to  which  it  is  connected  by  a 
bridge  . . .  the  evergrowing  link  between  basic 
research  and  clinical  medicine. 


Basic  long  range  objectives,  defined  by 
Dr.  Robert  C.  Mellors,  who  became  Director 
of  Research  in  1969,  include: 

1.  Find  the  cause  of  rheumatoid  arthritis 

2.  Elucidate  the  nature  of  degenerate 
joint  disease 

3.  Prevent  crippling  disorders  of 
childhood 

4.  Forestall  fractures  in  the  elderly 

5.  Investigate  the  cause  and  nature  of 
neoplastic  diseases  including  bone 
cancer. 

Currently,  over  eleven  major  research 
projects  are  in  progress.  They  range  from 
the  most  basic  research  into  human  tissue 
antigens  to  the  practical  development  of  arti- 
ficial joints.  Over  fifty  scientists  worl<  solely 
in  the  Research  Department  of  the  Hospital. 
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Academically,  the  Hospital  for  Special 
Surgery  is  integrated  with  the  Cornell  Uni- 
versity Medical  College.  Most  members  of  its 
medical  staff  have  faculty  appointments  at 
Cornell.  Through  teaching,  the  influence  of 
the  Hospital  in  the  field  of  orthopedics  and 
rheumatic  diseases  is  world-wide.  Over  600 
alumni,  former  residents  and  fellows  are 
practicing  in  34  states  and  82  countries.  Of 
these,  nearly  half  are  teaching  in  77  medical 
schools,  55  in  the  United  States  and  22 
abroad. 

The  Hospital  staff  teaches  Cornell  Medi- 
cal students  at  all  levels  and  in  addition, 
trains  24  residents  and  eight  resident  fellows, 
many  of  the  latter  coming  from  foreign  coun- 


tries for  one  or  two  years  to  become  expert 
in  some  particular  phase  of  orthopedics.  The 
24  orthopedic  residencies  at  the  Hospital  are 
among  the  most  sought  after  in  the  country 
with  an  average  of  12  applicants  for  each 
place.  The  program  covers  three  years:  two 
at  the  Hospital,  four  months  at  New  York  Hos- 
pital in  the  Fracture  Service,  eight  months  at 
the  Bronx  Veterans  Administration  Hospital, 
two  months  at  Memorial  Hospital  on  the  Bone 
Tumor  Service,  and  the  remainder  devoted 
to  elective  periods  for  special  interest. 

The  Hospital  also  maintains  a  School  of 
Practical  Nursing  which  has  so  far  graduated 
more  than  800  men  and  women. 


After  careful  study,  it  becomes  apparent 
that  the  facilities  of  the  Hospital  must  be  ex- 
panded so  that  it  can  continue  to  discharge 
the  responsibilities  it  has  accepted. 

Since  moving  into  our  present  building  in 
1955,  the  number  of  patients  cared  for  each 
year,  both  as  in-patients  and  out-patients,  has 
steadily  increased.  Not  only  have  basic  serv- 
ices increased  accordingly,  but  new  and 
more  complicated  procedures  and  treat- 
ments have  put  existing  facilities  under  great 
pressure  and  made  new  and  expanded  facili- 
ties a  necessity.  Quite  simply:  The  Hospital 
for  Special  Surgery  needs  more  space  and 
a  modernization  of  existing  facilities. 


Operating 
Room  Suite 

Not  only  have  the  number  of  operations 
performed  each  year  nearly  doubled,  but  they 
are  more  complicated  and  require  longer 
periods  of  time-up  to  seven  hours— pre- 
empting facilities  for  which  others  must  wait. 
At  present,  the  Operating  Suite  consists  of 
three  standard  Operating  Rooms  and  a 
smaller  room  suitable  for  hand  or  foot  sur- 
gery. Even  with  a  two  shift,  six  day  operation, 
waiting  time  for  elective  procedures  is  often 
over  two  months.  It  is  planned  to  have  five 
full-sized  rooms,  each  with  anesthesia  induc- 
tion and  separate  scrubbing  facilities,  prep- 
aration and  pre-induction  space,  much  im- 
proved flow  of  conditioned  dust-free  air,  and 
a  recovery  room  of  nine  beds. 

Doctors'  Offices 

In  1955,  when  the  new  Hospital  opened, 
doctors  were  accustomed  to  maintain  offices 
removed  from  the  Hospital.  Now  the  trend 
has  reversed  for  a  number  of  reasons,  in- 
cluding 'traffic  congestion',  a  sheer  waste  of 
the  doctor's  time,  and  the  spread  of  the 
"university  system"  whereby  a  doctor  spends 
all  his  time  at  his  Hospital  in  treatment,  re- 
search, or  teaching  . 


In  1954  only  four  orthopedists  had  of- 
fices at  the  Hospital  whereas  today,  over 
fifteen  orthopedists  and  rheumatologists  de- 
vote all  or  a  major  portion  of  their  time  to 
their  work  at  the  Hospital.  Naturally,  ade- 
quate space  was  not  originally  provided.  The 
Hospital  will  benefit  from  increased  space  by 
attracting  more  doctors  and  allowing  for 
more  efficient  use  of  time. 

Clinical 
Laboratories 

Over  two  hundred  thousand  more  labo- 
ratory tests  were  performed  in  1971  than  in 
1956,  the  first  year  in  the  new  building.  New 
tests  are  continually  developed  and  tests  be- 
come increasingly  more  complicated,  requir- 
ing intricate  and  continually  up-to-date 
equipment.  More  space  is  urgently  needed 
by  the  laboratories  in  order  to  continue  to 
serve  the  needs  of  our  patients. 

Out  Patient 
Facilities 

The  Hospital  for  Special  Surgery  has  al- 
ways had  an  enormous  out-patient  popula- 
tion.

Increases  and  the  number  of  people  attend- 
ing these  clinics  grows  correspondingly,  the 
r\/largaret  M.  Caspary  Clinic  must  also  ex- 
pand Congestion  has  been  pushed  to  the 
limit  and  both  efficiency  and  patient  comfort 
make  expansion  crucial. 

Conclusion 

To  bring  the  Hospital  up  to  date,  the 
Hospital  for  Special  Surgery  has  initiated  the 
Second  Century  Development  Program.  The 
plans  for  added  facilities  have  been  devel- 
oped and  priorities  assigned  only  after  the 
most  diligent  and  painstaking  studies,  de- 
tailed architectural  investigations  and  many 
conferences  among  the  many  people  repre- 
senting all  the  activities  involved  in  such  a 
major  undertaking. 

This  urgently  needed  expansion  of  the 
Hospital  is  estimated  to  cost  $8,500,000.  It  is 
the  responsibility  of  the  Hospital  for  Special 
Surgery  to  provide  the  highest  standard  and 
the  most  comprehensive  patient  care  pos- 
sible, to  discover  and  develop  better  tech- 
niques and  prevention  of  crippling  disabili- 
ties, and  to  teach  others  to  apply  these  tech- 
niques.

NOTE  1.  RECLASSIFICATIONS: 

Certain  reclassifications  have  been  made  in  1970  financial  state- 
ments to  conform  to  the  classifications  used  in  1971. 

NOTE  2.    ACCOUNTS  RECEIVABLE  FOR  SERVICES  TO  PATIENTS  AND 
PATIENT  SERVICE  REVENUE: 

Revenues  received  under  Medicare  reimbursement  agreements 
for  Inpatients  and  outpatients,  totaling  approximately  $2,150,000 
for  1971  and  SI. 810. 000  for  1970  are  subject  to  audit  and  retro- 
active adjustment.  Provisions  for  estimated  retroactive  adjust- 
ments under  these  agreements  have  been  made  in  the  financial 
statements. 

NOTE  3.    MARKETABLE  SECURITIES: 

The  basis  of  marketable  securities  is  cost  or  fair  market  value  of 
the  securities  at  the  date  of  gift. 

NOTE  4.    INVESTMENT-SUTTON  TERRACE  APARTMENTS: 

On  August  1,  1969,  the  Society  and  five  other  institutions  pur- 
chased, as  tenants  in  common,  the  Sutton  Terrace  Apartments. 
The  Society's  lO'/o  pro  rata  share  of  the  cost  of  this  investment 
was  S800.000.  The  Society  has  also  made  net  working  capital  con- 
tributions totaling  $20,000  since  the  date  of  acquisition.  The  So- 
ciety's lO'/c  equity,  based  upon  audited  financial  statements  as 
of  December  31,  1971  and  December  31,  1970,  was  $728,026  and 
$766,953,  respectively. 

NOTE  5.  INVESTMENTS-OTHER: 

This  represents  the  nominal  value  of  the  Society's  interest  in  two 
oil  wells  which  were  donated  to  the  Hospital. 

NOTE  6.    PROPERTY,  PLANT  AND  EQUIPMENT:

Depreciation  on  equipment  is  computed  by  the  straight-line 
method,  based  upon  the  estimated  useful  lives  of  the  individual 
assets.  Depreciation  on  buildings  is  computed  by  the  sum  of  the 
years-digits  method  based  upon  the  estimated  useful  lives  of  the 
individual  assets. 
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NOTE  7.    MORTGAGE  PAYABLE: 

The  mortgage  note,  which  bears  interest  at  the  rate  of  8V4°/o  per 
year,  is  collateralized  by  a  mortgage  on  property  owned  by  the 
Society,  the  carrying  value  of  which  is  $706,409.  Combined  in- 
terest and  principal  payments  are  due  in  monthly  installments  of 
$7,414  ($88,965  annually).  The  unpaid  balance  of  the  mortgage 
note  becomes  due  and  payable  on  May  21,  1991. 

NOTE  8.    PENSION  PLAN: 

The  Hospital  has  a  noncontributory  pension  plan  covering  all 
employees  who  attain  the  age  of  30,  if  hired  prior  to  age  55, 
Employees'  interest  in  the  plan  is  100%  vested  after  fifteen  years 
of  credited  service  and  the  attainment  of  age  50,  payable  at 
normal  retirement  at  age  65.  Although  contributions  to  the  plan 
may  be  reduced  or  suspended  at  any  time,  it  is  the  Hospital's 
policy  to  fund  accrued  pension  cost  currently.  The  total  expense 
for  the  plan  was  $122,292  and  $133,123  for  the  years  1971  and 
1970,  respectively.  The  portion  of  the  Hospital's  current  payment 
into  the  plan  to  fund  past  service  costs  is  estimated  at  $43,000, 
The  past  service  cost  is  to  be  amortized  over  the  next  twenty-nine 
years. 

The  Hospital  also  made  unfunded  pension  payments  of  $34,545 
and  $23,288  for  the  years  1971  and  1970,  respectively. 

NOTE  9.    UNITED  STATES  PUBLIC  HEALTH  SERVICE  RESEARCH  GRANTS: 

Awards  for  the  years  1967  through  1971  are  subject  to  audit  by  the 
government  and  retroactive  adjustment.  Also,  overhead  and 
fringe  benefits  charged  to  these  grants  and  included  in  income 
amounting  to  $204,134  and  $123,396  for  the  years  1971  and  1970, 
respectively,  are  subject  to  retroactive  adjustment. 

NOTE  10.  GAINS  AND  LOSSES  ON  SALES  OF 
GENERAL  FUND  SECURITIES: 

A  committee  of  the  American  Institute  of  Certified  Public  Ac- 
countants is  developing  an  audit  guide  which  will  identify  gener- 
ally accepted  accounting  principles  for  hospitals.  The  guide,  when 
Issued,  may  require  the  Society  to  adopt  accounting  principles 
which  are  different  from  those  presently  followed,  and  may  affect 
the  determination  of  periodic  income.  The  principles  proposed 
for  adoption  would  require  that  net  gains  and  losses  on  sales  of 
securities  carried  as  assets  of  unrestricted  funds  be  included  in 
the  statement  of  income.  During  the  years  1971  and  1970,  respec- 
tively, the  Society  realized  a  net  gain  of  $203,354  and  incurred  a 
net  loss  of  $447,327  on  sales  of  securities  carried  as  assets  of  the 
general  fund.  These  amounts  were  credited  and  charged  to  the 
general  fund  balance  and  are  not  reflected  in  the  statement  of 
income. 

NOTE  11.  ADJUSTMENTS  OF  PRIOR  YEARS' 
INCOME-REIMBURSING  AGENCIES: 

Adjustments  of  prior  years'  income  relating  to  settlements  with 
reimbursing  agencies,  aggregating  $199,100  and  $100,535  in  1971 
and  1970,  respectively,  have  been  credited  to  the  general  fund 
balance  and  are  not  included  in  the  statement  of  income.
